Abbott residence was fired by parties 
unknown, about one o'clock this morn- 
iug, and was a mass of flames when 
discovered. 
All of the family suc- 


ceeded in escaping unharmed, except- 
ing Oora, who was in an upstairs 
apartment. 
In attempting to break 


throngh a wall of flame, which sur- 
rounded her, she inhaled the flame and 
was so horribly burned that she expired 
in ft short time.

Chairman Jones still held out hope to 
him. 
Now it was a gain in somo dis- 


tant precinct in Kontncky, and again 
it was a vagne report that Indiana was 
safe. 
.Presently tho rniubow hoverod 


_ over Michigan. 


It was the face of a stoic—cold, reso- 


lute, inscrutable. 
It was not tho face 


of a young man. 


Mr. Bryan has been defeated, bnt ho 


emerges from tho campaign one of the 
foremost men of his time—a popular 
political orator without a rival—the 
representative of the South and West— 
young, stainless, tireless and thirsty 
for power. 


Before his nomination he was never 


able to earn more, than $1,500 a year 
as a lawyer. 
Yesterday morning 


refused an offer of $'25,00 a year to be 
counsel for Siegcl, Cooper & Co., the 
New York and Chicago dry goods firm. 


Bnt that was nothing. Mr. Bryan 


put it away for future meditation. 
Last night he received an offer 
from 


New York of $50,000 a year for 
{ 


series of lectnros. That is as much a 
Mr. McKinley will got for his services 
as President of tin; United States, ant 
Mr. Bryan will not havo to spend mos 
of his salary in public entertainments 
but can go on living as modestly a 
ever in his little $5,000 homo in Lin 
coin when ho is not traveling. 


This extraordinary offer will giv 


the public some idea of the change 
which has taken place in the fortunes 
of this gifted young man. 


Mr. Bryan refuses to say what he in- 


tends to do in the future. 
White ho 


waited for news this morning there 
came to him a telegram announcing 
that the Bryan and Sewall club of Cul- 
pepper county, Virginia, the home of 
his ancestors, had nominated him as 
the Democratic candidate for President 
in 1900. 


Mr. Bryan read the dispatch and 


smiled. "They evidently don't believe 
that I meant what I said when I prom- 
ised not to be a candidate for re- 
election," he remarked. 


Hour after hour passed, and still Mr. 


Bryan read the telegrams, but refused 
to acknowledge his defeat. 


There could be no doubt that he in- 


wardly understood the situation, and 
was simply holding out as a matter of 
form. 
His face was very grave. 


Evening came and Mr. Bryan ate a 


hearty dinner. 
Then he went out for 


a walk with Mrs. Bryan. 
They saunt- 


ered about the dark streets arm in arm. 


While they were gone, word came 


that Chairman Jones had issued a 
statement conceding Mr. McKinley's 
election. 
When Mr. Bryan returned I 


told him that the end had come. It 
was his first definite knowledge that he 
had lost the Presidency. His face was 
unmoved. "Is it so?" he asked. "Is 
there no doubt about it" 


His voice showed no emotion. "I'll 


wait till I hear from Senator Jones," 
he said. 


Just then a group of boys passed the 


house singing to the tune of the drink- 
ing song in "Robin Hood," " 'Rah for 
McKinley;'rah, 'rah, 'rah!" A sud- 
den hush came to the place. .The little 
ring of correspondents in the library 
watched Mr.Bryan closely. "We ought 
to hear the news pretty soon,' 'he said. 


Mr. Bryan went into another room 


and returned with his wife, holding a 
telegram in his hand. 
They stood side 


by side under the wings of the great 
eagle perched on a shelf, where the 
lamplight fell on their faces. 


The end had come. Mrs. Bryan put 


her hands on her husband's shoulder. 
There was a moment of 
absolute 


silence. 


"You may know that I concede Mc- 


Kinley's election," said the leader. 


I will issue a statement. It will be 


an address to the bimetallists of the 
country.'' 


One of your correspondents stood up 


and took Mr. Bryan by the hand, say- 
ing: "I think it is better so, Mr. 
Bryan; it must be a great relief to 
you." 


THE KEEN HAZEL EYES 


Flashed, the strong face broke into a 
smile. " Yes, "said Mr. Bryan slowly, 
"I regard it in some respects as fortun- 
ate that I was not elected, considering 
tho fact that for four years I would 
have been confronted by a gold con- 
gress. 
No free silver bill would have 


passed. 
My hands would have been 


tjied." 


Then husband and wife sat down at 


the little desk where for so many years 
they have wcrked out their planrj. 


Their faces were very close togethen 


Mr. Bryan began to write a message of 
congratulation to Mr. McKinley. He 
wrote in a bold, clear hand, without 
the slightest hesitation, and while his 
pen glided over the paper Mrs. Bryan 
looked at the words and nodded her 
bend approvingly. 


It was a touching sight. Tho walla 


were crowded with pictures of dead 
statesmen. On a pile of books gleamed 
tho white death mask of Abraham Lin- 
coln, and lying beside it was the white 
sculptured hands of the great emanci- 
pator. 
Tho silence was so absolute 


that tho ticking of tho clock could be 
heard. 
It was 8:45. 
Mrs. Bryan's 


father sat iu his easy chair, his sight- 
less countenance turned toward the 
light, his head thrown back in a listen- 
ing nttitude. 


It was tho end of tha great revolu- 


tion. 
Mr. Bryan rewrote the message. 


Then he stood up and road it. 


How strong arid brave and manly he 


looked. 
His damp hair was thrown 


back from his noble forehead and the 
muscles of his throat stood out like the 
sinows of a gladiator. 
There was no 


fear, no regret in those, eyes. 
There 


was no trembling in the big strong 
hands. He looked like a leader at that 
moment. 
" Will this defeat hurt the cause of 


bimetallism?" said a correspondent. 


A sudden sense of power lighted up 


\ir. Bryan's face. "The fight has just 
egun," ho answered, clinching his fist 
nd bringing it down softly on his 
esk; "the fight has just begun." 
hat is all I have to say tonight. To- 
morrow I will issue a statement to the 
imetallists of tho United States." 
"And what of the future of the 


Democratic party?" I asked him. 


"That will be covered in my state- 


ment tomorrow." 


1 Will it be possible to reunite tho 


two wings of the party?" 


"We'll speak of that tomorrow." 
Thou the little company which had 


seen together during most of the great 
truggle laughed arid joked for a few 
minutes and none was gayer than Mr. 
Bryan. 


Ho has said again and again that if 


tie was defeated he would begin a new 
campaign the next morning after he 
beard the news. 


After awhile the correspondents de- 


parted. 
The lights in the house were 


turned out. 
The night wind shook the 


trees. A dog in the street howled. 
"We beg no longer," cried Mr. Bryan 
in the Chicago convention. "We en- 
treat no more; we petition no more. 
We defy them."

Interest centered in the speech made

Ambassador Bayard replied to the 
toast "The Foreign Representatives." 


Mr. Bayard, in treating of the com- 


piunity of interests of the nations of 
the world, all being affected by the 
idoings of others, referred to the presi- 
dential election in the United States, 
saying: I am very sure that it was no 
narrow party sense; no merely nation- 
al sense, that the heart of the presi- 
dent which it is my highest honor to 
represent, was echoed in a verdict that 
could not be misunderstood, standing 
as it does for national honor and the 
continuty of national obligations, mak- 
ing the world safer in the trust of each 
party and speaking as emphatically as 
the human mind and human heart ever 
spoke in favor of that honesty which 
is an essential condition of civilization 
everywhere. 
(Loud cheers.) 


When Lord Salisbury arose to reply 


to the toast, "Our Ministers," he re- 
ceived an ovation. 


After thanking the lord mayor and 


the others present for the warmth of 
the welcome extended to him, he 
said: 


"I thank the ambassador of tho Halted 


States for his presence hero and for joining a 
prent historic meeting. By the few words ho 
has uttered he has raised his own pi me of ob- 
servation so hi^h above tho mere level of
